BARNESVILLE, Ga., December 12.—[Special cor- 
respondence.|—The story of the disastrous confia- 
gration that swept over this pretty little Georgia 
gity on the l7th of October, less than sixty days 
eco, is familiar to the readers of THE CoNsTITU- 
TION. With thirty-five houses swept away in a 
single day, most of them business houses, entail- 
ing a loss of $150,000, it was no small calamity toa 
community numbering no more than 2,500 peo- 
pie. Coming at any time, such a loss would have 
been terrible: but just on the bosom of! the most 
desperate financial crisis known to modern times. 
it Was a misfortune both dire and relentless. Tiere 
were many here who said, the morning after the 
fire, ‘Well, Barnesville is done for, and we must 
pull up stakcs and search for richer fields and pas- 
tures new.’’ Buta few clear-headed thinkers put 
their wits together and in one day produced such 
concert of action that madea blessing out of the 
calamity isan old saying that fires build cit- 
jes, The day following the fire the determination 
torebuild the burnt district becamea settled 
fact. Nota man was enough to shirk the 
responsibility, and failed to respond to 
the call ‘or uw ity olf action.

OF THE WAR WITH ONLY FOUR HUN- 
PRED POPULATION. 

When the war closed the population of Barnes- 
ville Was only 400. It is now 2,500, or an increase 
of over 600 per cent. Very few places in the coun- 
try can show a better record than this. But it 
only shows how well the people Rave worked to- 
gether, 

The cotton receipts here amount to about 15.000 
beles annually, worth $750,000. It will be a matter 
of some surprise to Tue Constrrurion’s readers to 
give a brief mention of the business of this thriity 
little city. From Mayor Murphy I learn that the 
total annual commerce amounts to $1,000,000. The 
manufacturing product amounts to $125,000, while 
the banking business runs over $100,000. This 
shows the handsome total of $1,225,000, quite a 
creditable exhibit, indeed. But thea there is no 
reason why even these figures should not grow 
rapidly. Barnesville’s situation commands trade 
from one of the very best sections of Georgia. 
Pike, Butts, Bibb, Monroe, Talbot, Crawford, Up- 
son and even Spaulding counties pay tribute into 
the lap of Barnesville, and when the present boem 
gets fairly under way it will be difficult to find 
another southern city of similar size commanding 
a finer trade. People never fail to show a proper

Not the least notable point connected with 
Barnesville is the prohibition system now work:

There 
has been only one arrest since that time, and 
that wes a negro woman charged with 
quarreling and fighting, It is aquestionif the 
stationhouse, which was burned during the late 
fire, will be rebuilt, as there seems to be no appa- 
rent demand for it. The perfect order of the town 
is particularly noticeable to a stranger. Many 
people will come here because it isa dry town, 
and the supporters of the prohibititn move- 
ment are yery much elated at the outlook, 
Those who used to drink,among the mechanics, 
keep steady at work now, and save their earnings, 
The negroes are as orderly as can be found, and 
give no trouble whatever to the authorities. They 
appear to have the interest of the place as much 
at heart as the whites. Although the city’s reve 
nue has been cut off about $1,000 yearly, there is 
no perceptible decrease of trade, and the prohibi- 
tionists believe the dry movement will bring ina 
better class of trade than was ever enjoyed. The 
tax rate in 1885 was six-tenths of one per cent, 
when there was a revenue of $1,000 from the sa- 
loons. In 1884it 1s one-tenth without the 
bars, and still a handsome surplus in the treasury.

The school is noted everywhere for its thorough- 
ness, that being the watchword of President 
Lambden. I am told that Dr. Bass, presi- 
dent of Wesleyan Female college at Macon, 
says whenever he sees a pupil from 
Gordon institute he knows the 
foundation is good. 
noted in every instance for the high standing they 
take in the collegesand universities throughout 
the country. At Athensand Emory, Gordon in- 
stitute boys never fail to take honors. Allthe 
English branches are taught here, as well asthe 
classics, and any student can prepare forthe sen- 
ior classes in college. There is a music and 
art department, with the best talent among the 
professors. The curriculum is high, and no 
student leaves here wifhout the basis for a splen- 
did education. The school is known all over the 
state, and boarders come here from great dis- 
tances. If the school continues to grow, the pres- 
ent buildings will have to be considerably enlarg- 
ed.”

The Strange Story of a Youne Woman's 
| Return to Life. 

Great Barriscton, Mass.. becember 13.—Egre- 
mont township is greatly excited! over the strange 
report which has prevailed there for the past three 
days. Iiseems that in 1879 Miss Estelle Newman. 
aged about thirty years, of an old, influential and 
ai one time wealihy family, after long sickness 
with nervous spinal complaint, to all appearances 
died. The funeral, held at the local Methodist 
church, of which she was a devoted member and 
the organist, was lafgely attended. The deceased 
maiden was laid out with all the finery which 
wealth could bestow. A widowed mother and a 
sister, With many friends, followed her to the little 
cemetery near the outskirts of the village, where 
ehe was laid beside her father. Herrick Newman, 
who had died some years before. 


At theiime of Estelle’s supposed death and 

burial a young medical studen. named Worth H. 
Wright was home from the Albany Medical col: 
lege. This Dr. Wright graduated ina year or so, 
and began practicing medicine, but he was ad- 
dicted to intemperance, and one aight at Newton 
Conn., fell into the hands of roughs and was mur- 
dered. Itisnow asserted in the report which 
CAUS S the excitement that Wallace 
Wright,} brother of Dr. Wright, Says that 
the night Miss Newman was 
buried, incompany with his brother, and two 
other medical students, they proceeded to ‘the 
cemetery and exhumed Miss Newman's body, 
filling the grave carefully as before. Theremains 
were placed in a sack, and with good ear: conyey- 
ed to the Albany dissecting room, where, to tne 
horror and surprise et all, the lady, with whom 
Dr. Wright had for years been well acquainted, 
was found to be alive, andin a brief period came 
out of her trance. She was insane before the 
trance, and: so she continued. Being tenderly 
nursed, she so far recovered that she was taken to 
some insane asylum of Schoharie county, New 
York, where she is yet alive. She frequently speaks 
of Dr. Wright, now deceased, 
The relatives of Miss Newman appear loth, to in- 
vestigate, jor what reason is unknown, unless it 
be the expense of supporting Miss Newman 
in her insanecondition they hardly being able at 
this time to assume sO great a responsibiliry, The 
informant further states that unless her relatives 
take action soon the authorities will be applied to 
for permission to open the graye, which will par- 
tially, and if the body is found, entfrely settle the 
question whether Miss Newman is alive or not. 

A reporter visited Egremont and 
gleaned new particulars of the 
grave-robbing mystery.

At present 
the average yield per hectare is equal to the 
average yield in America. The importation 
of grain from foreign countries has a tendency 
to diminish prices and thus the prices of Freach 
products are not regulated by the cost of produc- 
tion, but by the maximum price obtainabie in 
France for cereals from India and America. These 
could be sold for five or six irancs per centner 
unadcr the usual prices, consequcntly they are able 
to bear the duty of three franca without any re- 
sulting rise in prices. oe

PROFESSOR WOODROW’SCASE. 


The full report of the action taken iast 
Thursday by the board of directors of the 
Columbia theological seminary, does not give 
the case anew aspect. The issue that was 
made before the synods of Georgia, Alabama, 
_ South Georgia and Florida, again came up, 
andthe disciples of orthodoxy were again 
victorious. The board of directors has been 
revolutionized; fora few months ago the 
_ teachings of Dr. Woodrow were approved by 
_. Rime members and opposed by four; now 
_ ,Rine voted against him and only four in his 


cause the learned professor had publicly an- 
nounced that if he continued to be a profes- 
sor, be would teach “as probably true’’ the 
nypothesis of evolution. Dr. Woodrow de- 
clined to resign, because he considers ‘his 
teachings, sofaras they are expositions of 
the sacred Scriptures, accord perfectly in ey- 
ery particular with the teachings of the ‘‘con- 
fession of faith and catechisms,’’ and, so far 
as they relate to natural science, do not on 
any point contradict the Scriptures as interp- 
reted in the standards of the church, In- 
stesd ofaresignation, he therefore filed a 
cemand fora full trial to test his alleged 
incompetence and unfaithfulness. 

Then came the thunderbolt, He wassum- 
marially removed from his professorship un- 
der a provision of the constitution of the 
seminary, which authorizes the board of di- 
reciors to remove from oftice any professor 
‘who shall be found unfaithful in his trust 
or incompetent to the discharge of his du- 
ties.’ Inasmuch, they say with great for- 
mality, “as the Rey. Dr. James Woodrow, 
Perkins professor, has declined to appear 
before the board of directors to show cause 
why he should not be removed from his pro- 
festorship; and inasmuch as he _ has al- 
ready had a full hearing in person be- 
fore three of the synods and through his 
friends and advocates before the fourth sy- 
nod; and inasmuch as these synods have 
already condemned his yiews and teachings 
on the subject of evolution; and inasmuch 
as, in his reply to the committee appointed to 
wait upon him, Dr. Woodrow declares his 
unwillingness to tender his resignation; 
therefore, resolved: That he be, and hereby 
is, removed from his professorship.”’ 

\We present the leading points in the case, 
because it is claimed by some that the brief- 
er report did not do full justice to all con- 
cerned, The resignations of Dr. Boggs and 
Vrofessor Hemphill do not take effect until 
1, 1885, and the three professorships 
wil! not be jilled until the meeting of the 
board about the first day of February. The 
action of the hoard Wad been fully discount- 
ed in the resolution itself, and there was, 
therefore, no additional surprise, excitement 
or indignation. 
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A BAD LAW FOR THE NORTH. 

‘The Philadelphia Times is of the opinion 
that there will be no difliculty in securing 
the repeal of the law under the operations 
of which partisan United States marshals are 
authorize: to station a sufficient number of 
deputies at the polls to practically bulldoze 
and intimidate peaceable voters. The south 
knows all about this law. In the heyday 
and hurlyburly period of reconstruction, 
the marshals were the masters of the situa- 
tion. They appointed their deputies by tens 
and by hundreds, and imagined they had 
thingsina swing until, finally, somebody 
gave them the wink and they managed to 
subside. A wink is as good as a nod, even to 
a blind horse, and the republicans who mar- 
shaled around through the south at that time, 
were anything else but blind. 

| ntil quite recently the northern people 
have never had a taste of the operations of 
the delectable law under which the deputy 
marshalsoperate. When it was though! that 
there was some doubt as to the 
republicans carrying Ohio at the 
October election, Lot Wright, United 
States marshal for the southern district of 
Ohio, moved by a spirit of partisanship, 
opened up acorrespondence with his supe- 
riors, asking permission to employ deputy 
marshals in Cincinnati. He made no con- 
cealment of his purpose to employ these 
deputies for partisan purposes, and, under 
these circumstances, it was natural that he 
should be encouraged in such a desire. 

He was given permission to appoint six 
hundred deputies in the comparatively small 
city ot Cincinnati, and haying secured this, 
he proceeded to appoint seventeen hundred 
deputies and a large number of supervisors, 
at a cost to the government of $20,000. These 
appointments were purely partisan in their 
character. The democrats had no choice or 
seiection in the matter. The result was a 
considerable rumpus at the polls in Cincin- 
nati, Thedeputies appointed by Lot Wright 
were, almost without exception, ruiflians of 
the lowest grade. Some of them were ne- 
groes from Kentucky, and from all accounts, 
the Kentucky negroes were the most respec- 
table of the entire gang. 

These deputies were armed with bull-dog 
pistols, and they went about from polling- 
place to polling-place, intimidating voters, 
end, in some instances, shooting them down. 
There was no way to restrain these marshals, 
They were operating under a law that had 
been passed for partisan purposes, and that 
was intended to prevent southern whites 
from exercising their rights at the polls, At 
Once a great outcry was made. It was dis- 
covered that a law which would do well 
enough in the south would not work across 
the line. Decent republicans protested 
“against its operations, and now the whole 
matter is to be made the subject of a con- 
fressional investigation. 

Meantime, the Philadelphia Times is 
moved to remark that “a law which, what- 
ever its original purpose, can be thus used 
Gught not to be retained upon the statute 
Looks for any longer time than is necessary 
lor introducing and passing a bill for repeal- 
ing it.’ Undoubtedly the Times be- 
lieves in the patriotism of the demo- 
cratic majority. ‘The obnoxious law has 
been in operation for seyeral years, but 
its repeal is never seriously discussed by our 
northern exchanges until its operations are 
felt by anorthern community, Well, there 
is some solace in the fact that its repeal has 
at last been called for. But the Times should 
bearin mind that republican precedent is a 
very nice thing for the democrats, and if 
they proceed uponthe theory that what is 
sauce forthe goose is sauce for the gander, 
they will presently discover that some of the 
laws enacted by the republicans for partisan 
purposes can be readily made to fit demo- 
cratic exigencies, ; 

Weare not disposed to be obstinate, how- 
ever, and we should be glad to see all repub- 
lican legislation of a purely parvisan char- 
acter promptly repealed. 
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THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE BILL. 

The house of representatives has under 
consideration a bill to establish a nationa! 
railway commission. Mr. Reagan has offer- 
ed a substitute that does not call for a com- 
mission, although it looks to a very thorough 
reguiation of interstate commeree. The 
committee's bill seeks to declare certain spec- 
‘fied acts of interstate railroads unlawful, to 
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Y sentir poneltes to provide sundry | 


to such unlawful acts, to assist in applying 
the remedies and enforcing the penalties, 
and a'so to investigate all grievances brought 
to its notice, with power, after carefal exam- 
ination, to make such recommendations to 
congress for future legislation respecting in- 
terstate commerce as may reach all well- 
founded complaints and cure the evils found 
to be susceptible to remedy by legislation. 
The bill declares at the outset that all charges 
should be reasonable and open alike to all 
shippers. Mr. Reagan’s bill forbids the 
practice of charging proportionately more 
for the shorter than for the longer haul. 
Under the committee’s bill there is to be no 
discrimination in facilities, no more expedi- 
tion for one party than another. Nor is the 
allowance of any rebate, drawback or other 
advantage in any form upon shipments 
made or services rendered permitted, unless 
such favors are extended, under similar cir- 
cumstances, eually to all other persons. 

Rebates and drawbacks are not prohibited, 
but are to be impartially made. The car- 
riage of interstate freight is to be continuous 
from the place of shipment to the place of 
destination, and any combination or ar- 
rangement by changes of schedule or of cars 
with the intent to interpose artificial obsta- 
cles to cheap and speedy carriage is made 
unlawful. Nor isto be lawful for competing 
railroads to combine to pool freights by di- 
viding between them the aggregate or net 
proceeds of their earnings from the freight 
received at connecting points. Violations of 
the act will subject the offending corporation 
or person to prosecution by the district at- 
torneys in the courts of the United States, 
and toa fine on conviction not exceeding 
$1,000 for each cflense. The act does not, 
however, apply to the carriage, storage or 
bandling of property wholly within one state 
or territory and not destined for continuous 
carriage beyond its limits. ‘To carry its pro- 
visions into eiiéct a board of three ‘‘commis- 
sioners of the interstate commerce” is to be 
appointed by the president, the members of 
which shall hold oflice fer six years and be 
removable only for cause. They are to re- 
ceive each a salary of $7,500 a yearand *‘ac- 
tual’’ expenses, and will appoint a clerk ata 
salary of $2,500 and an accountant ata salary 
of $2,000 a year. 

The pending bill is very lengthy, and very 
full of provisions looking to attempted eva- 
sions of the law by the ratlroad companies. 
The commissioners are to hear and deter- 
mine any com) lJaint, and in doing so 
they are given very arbitrary powers 
over witnesses, books and papers. While 
the house may in its present temper pass a 
bill to regulate interstate commerce, it is 
very doubtful whether the senate, loaded 
down asitis with commercial treaties, will 
find time before the fourth of March to con- 
sider it. The latter body may back both dis- 
position and time to tackle the subject. The 
railroad stronghold has always been the 
steady conservative senate rather than the 
impulsive and directly representative house.

In cigar smoking the greatest 
amount of poison is inhaled, in cigarettes much 
less and in pipes less still. Dark tobacco is readily 
adulterated, but when pureis the most wholesome. 
Many of the light tobaccos are poisoned in the 
bleaching. Any tobacco that irritates the tongue 
should be avolded, as it may lead to cancer.

The correspondent 
found out later that he could order a room ai any 
hote!, stay a few minutes and have liquor sent up 
tohim. Hedidnot have to pay for the drinks. 
They were thrown in with the room hire, At 
one hotel he was told that he could not geta 
drink without a physician’s prescription. This was 
a damper at first, but the obliging waiter pulled 
out a package of prescriptions ready filled and 
offered him one for twenty cents. Again there 
was no charge for the liquor, it was thrown in 
with the prescription. The Enquirer man is not 
alone in the revelations he makes. Many travel- 
ers testify that the Maine liquor law is a fraud of 
the first water. Of course, in localities where 
public sentiment is really in favor of prohibition, 
2 different state of affairs exists. 
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IN many citiesthere are certain unscrupulous 
adventurers of both sexes, who makea living by 
levying blackmail. They select victims who are 
sensitive, and who would die before they would 
figure ina scandal case in the newspapers of 
the day. The Philadelphia Times sug. 
gests a course by which blackmailers may be beat- 
en off-at the start. The plan proposed is simply 
to refuse to pay tribute to the blackmailers and to 
defy them to publish their scandalous stories. 
Nine times out of ten this will end the 
matter, but if the blackmailers persist 
it is probable even then that their efforts will 
come to nothing. Respectable newspapers will 
not receive and publish anything calculated to 
destroy character and reputation unless it comes 
in the shape of legitimate news properly 
youched. A. publication in a paper of 
notoriously bad reputation will not injure the 
person attacked. Taken altogether the advice of 
the Times is good, and the best thing a person can 
do when approached by a blackmailer is to “de- 
ny the aliegation and defy the alligator.”

It was the chilliest of the seven mild days of the 
week just passed.

IN THE SHADOWS OF THE CITY. 

How many instances like the above are there in 
ourccity’? Truly it may be said,that in Atlanta, asin 
ail creat cities, this feature in the lives of its iess 
fortunate class of inhabitants forms a most inter- 
esting chapter. Thesuffering of many is genuine 
and deserves a sulstantial pity. On the other hand 
much of itis superficial and the deception prac- 
ticed upou a generous public is as frequent as it is 
novel, 

To satisfy myself, and learn, as it were, a story 
oi iife, depicted in the living realities of misery 
or misfortune, poverty and pauperism, I made, en 
the evening in which occurred the incident above 
referred to, a tour of inspection among what is 
generally known as the ‘‘slums”’ of the city, 

The face of the little fellow as he was being 
pulled away by the hard-hearted Amazon at his 
side, pressed heavily upon my mind. His 
troubled cry as he was being ruthlessly lead 
away still tingled in my ears. His lamentations 
had soon melted into sporadic sobs, which sound, 
mingled with that of the patter of his bare feet 
upon the stone pavement, and the incessant and 
cruel jabbering of the woman, lost itself as the 
mother and son turned the corner, to which had 
been attracted by the unusual proceeding the 
small crowd which had first become interested at 
the entrance of the priest and his reticent pupil.

As we leit theheuse she looked anx- 
iously at us and in a dubious and 
half-frightened manner, said: 

‘You ain’t going to put us in the poorhouse, 
sirs, are you?’ 

It is strange, the awe in which these poor people 
jcook upon the poorhouse. They are willing to 
suffer, even to die, without food or clothes if it be 
in their own home, even be it a hovel, and pau- 
perism seems preferable to them there than plenty 
in the precincts of the county’s poorhouse. 

Of the different houses I visited that night, in 
each one something was said which showed {the 
terrors which the poorhouse exercised over the 
poor. They imagine ita cold and soulless prison 
and think that he who enters it forever leaves 
hope behind. It is only one ofa thousand super- 
stitions which they seem to cherish. 

Itis useless to repeat the story of the misery 
which came under my observation. That of one 
js practically the same with all.

~A Talk With Her in Her Private Car - How

Miss Morris therefore spent 
only abouttwenty minutes in Atlanta and left 
on the West Point road for Montgomery. 

By invitation of Mr. J. W. McKinney, Miss Mor- 
ris’s energetic business manager, a reporter of THE 
CONSTITUTION was enabled to take ashort trip 
down the road. Mi:s Morris was feeling very tired 
after her long and wearisome ride from St. Louis 
and Nashville. 


Aiter waiting a few moments the reporter was 
admitted to the presence of the distinguished ar- 
tiste. The car in which Miss Morris was traveling 
was very handsome and was provided with every 
convenience, In one side of the stateroom was a 
bed on which, as the reporter entered, Miss Morri- 
was reclining. She arose, and gracefully welcom- 
ing the reporter, took an easy chair. Miss Morris 
bas not the wonderful beauty of the Jersey Lily, 
but she is exceedingly attractive and magnetic to 
a marvelous degree. She is above the medium 
height, has fine large blue eyes, with finely arched 
eyebrows.
